Rev. Anthony McGowan of St. John's said the church 
started having folk Masses last fall: "It was supposed 
to be a Mass mainly for our young people, but we are 
finding that the older people enjoy it as much as the 
youngsters, and the Mass is becoming overcrowded. The 
participants in the Mass play guitars and a few other 
instruments, such as a bass viol and wooden blocks and 
sing contemporary hymns and meaningful songs com- 
posed by such writers as Simon and Garfunkla. The 
Mass takes a lot of preparation and work to do it 
right." According to a 1967 Associated Press story, the 
way for folk Masses was opened in 1967 when Pope 
Paul VI changed the rules for Roman Catholic church 
music. The new rules allow more singing in services, 
permit a translation of Latin hymns into modern lan- 
guage, recommend the use of instruments native to in- 
dividual countries and authorize a period of experimen- 
tation to adapt modern music forms and compositions 
to church use.

long the artificial heart could keep him alive. 
.Estimates ranged from a week to a tnonlh: 


Mrs. Karp wrote her plea and handed it to 


hospital officials when she left her husband's 
hospital room Saturday morning after seeing 
him for the first time since the operation. Later, ' 
with Cooley sitting by her side, she read the 
note. 


"Someone — somewhere — please hear my 


plea," she said. "A plea for a heart for my hus- 
band. I see him lying there breathing and know- 
ing that within his chest there is a man-made 
implement where there should be a God-given 
heart. How long he can survive, one can only 
guess." 


"The reason we have agreed to publicize this 


is to try to get a donor," Cooley said. "Other- 
wise we'd be inclined (o keep this quiet until it 
(the artificial heart) is proven. 


"I'm disappointed and somewhat alarmed 


that we haven't had a donor. The fact that he 
has lived 2-1 hours is in itself miraculous but 
the fact is that we want to relieve him of this 
device and go on to a heart transplant that will 
prolong his life." 


Mrs. Karp said she thought there was a lack 


of donors because people did not realize what 
heart patients faced. 


"If I myself could give up my heart to my 


husband 1 would do it," she said. "My husband 
is a young man. He wants to live. My son is 
going to be married in September. He (Karp) 
wants to be there." 


Six months ago, Cooley said an operation 


such as he performed was three to five years 
away. 


Unexpected improvements in valves and lin- 


ing however, cut down one of the major dan- 
gers In transplanting organs — breakdown of 
blood cells and resulting blood clots. 


"We use what we consider a better valve, 


one which we began using clinically three 
months ago," Cooley said. "We're so enthusias- 
tic that it gives good (blood) flow and so little 
ood destruction. 


"It gave us the stimulus to move ahead with 


this device. We were so encouraged by the 
valve's success in humans we have not used 
any antigoagulant." 
; 


A problem with linings, Cooley said, was 


some were too soft to absorb enough blood to 
provide a smooth flow and others were loo 
•rough and broke down blood cells. 


Dr. Domingo Liotta, 44, a native of'Cordoba, 


Argentina who designed the artificial heart, said 
57 different materials were tested before decid- 
ing on the right lining. 


"This is number 29," Liotta said. Liotta is an 


assistant professor of surgery at the Baylor Col- 
lege of Medicine in Houston. 


Cooley said the new lining was similar lo a 


cotton nightshirt. 


Cooley said the new valve —' called Ihe 


wada-cutter hingeless heart valve and developed 
in Sapporo, Japan — allows the blood to flow 
smoothly. He said previous problems with artifi- 
cial devices were that blood often adheres and 
later floats loose as a clot. 


Newel France, St. Luke's administrator, said 


the artificial heart with its new refinements was 
a very simple machine. He was asked why, if it 
was so simple, did not someone build one be- 
fore. 


"If man knew so much about engines, why 


didn't they invent the automobile before 1898?" 
France replied. "It took somebody to do it." 


The outside of the heart is made of a type 


of plastic called silastic and is tougher than hu- 
man heart tissue. Cooley put the left side of the 
heart in first, then the right and sesved them 
together. Because of the toughness of the silas- 
tic, 
it took Cooley longer to sew it together 


than it would with a human heart. 


Liotta said the artificial heart weighed V2 


pound compared 
to 
% pound for a normal 


heart, but is slightly larger. 


Two tubes run from the heart's ventricals — 


the pumping center of the heart — to a m;t- 
the pumping cemters of the heart — to a ma- 
chine outside the body which controls the beat. 
A thin membrane made of silastic covers the 
hole where the tube leads into the ventricle, 
Cooley said. 


The electrical pumping device, about the size 


of a portable television which sits about three 
feet 
from 
the patient, blows carbon dioxide 


through the tubes. As the membrane contracts 
and expands, a heart beat is established which 
will pump the blood through the artificial de- 
vice and to the body. 


Debakey's earlier heart pump brought the 


blood out of the body through a machine which 
cleaned it and pumped It back into the body 
through an artery in the shoulder. 


Mrs. Karp visited her husband Saturday 


morning about nine hours after the operation. 
She held his hand and talked briefly while their 
son, Mike, 22, looked on from an observation 
window.

long the artificial heart could keep him alive. 
Estimates ranged from a week to a month. 


Mrs. Karp wrote her plea and handed it to 


hospital officials when she left her husband's 
hospital room Saturday morning after seeing 
him far the first time since the operation. Later, 
with Cooley sitting by her side, she read the 
note. 


"Someone — somewhere — please hear my 


plea," she said. "A plea for a heart for my hus- 
band. I see him lying there breathing and know- 
ing that within his chest there is a man-made 
implement where there should be a God-given 
heart. How long he can survive, one can only 
guess." 


"The reason we have agreed to publicize this 


is to try to gel a donor," Cooley said. "Other- 
wise we'd be inclined to keep this quiet until it

Argentina who designed the artificial heart, said 
57 different materials were tested before decid- 
ing on the right lining. 


"This is number 29," Liotta said. Liotta is an 


assistant professor of surgery at the Baylor Col- 
lege of Medicine in Houston. 


Cooley said the new lining was similar to a 


cotton nightshirt. 


Cooley 
said the new valve — called the 


wada-cutter hingeless heart valve and developed 
in Sapporo, Japan — allows the blood to flow 
smoothly. He said previous problems with artifi- 
cial devices were that blood often adheres and 
later floats loose as a clot. 


Newel France, St. Luke's administrator, said 


the artificial heart with its new refinements was 
a very simple machine. He was asked why, if it 
was so simple, did not someone build one be- 
fore. 


"If man knew so much about engines, why 


didn't they invent the automobile before 1S9S?" 
France replied. "It took somebody to do it." 


The outside of the heart is made of a type 


of plastic called silastic and is tougher than hu- 
man heart tissue. Cooley put the left side of the 
heart, in first, then the right and sewed them 
together. Because of the toughness of the silas- 
tic, it took Cooley longer to sew it together 
than it would with a human heart.

Debakey's earlier heart pump brought the

EVEN IN AN era of skepti- 


cism, Easter is for Christians the 
centerpiece of a time of rejoicing. 


'Preceded by Lent and followed 


by-Eastertide; it celebrates man's 
hope for, life after death — a 
faith Jesus preached in words 
aricl through the symbolism and 
the ^historical record of the Res- 
urrection. 


FOR MUCH OF the Christian 


world the festival occurs at a 
fortunate time, coinciding with 
the renewal of spring. Indeed, 
the name is believed to have de- 
rived from that of the Anglo- 
Saxon spring goddess, Eostre. 
: Scripture upholds the expecta- 
tion of personal resurrection for 
ordinary men. This is contrary to 
human fears and to empirical ob- 


servation. And yet, as noted by 
George W. Cornell, religion writ- 
er for the Associated Press, it is 
not inconsistent with the most 
advanced scientific attitude. This 
approach is open to the incon- 
gruous, the upsetting of pre- 
viously . assumed 
conclusions. 


Cornell quotes John A. Mclntyre, 
nuclear physicist: 


" . . . A scientific training is 


helpful in understanding and ac- 
cepting the gospel. A scientist 
doesn't throw away a good theo- 
ry because of difficulties. We ex- 
pect them — the greater the 
reality, the more the difficulties." 


A PHILOSOPHER, R. F. Hol- 


land, agrees: ". . . Would-be mir- 
acles are transformed 
automati- 


cally into natural occurrences the 
moment 
science 
gets 
on 
the 


track of them." 


Yet it is not science but -faith, 


human faith in life reaching be- 
yond visible experience, that ani- 
mates Christians at this season. 
The strength of this devotion to 
the central theme of Christian

explains why Easter 


means joyfulness.

HERE ARE some poll figures 


mirroring.the public's mood: 68 
per.' cent are actively hostile to 
such demonstrations; 52 per cent 
would deny students the right to 
conduct 
protests (peaceful 
or 


not), while only 38 per cent are 
definitely of the opposite view; 
64 'i, per cent would take away 
scholarships from students en- 
gaging in protests; an over- 
whelming 89 per cent belieye 
college authorities are right to 
call in police or the National 
Guard 
when students, occupy 


campus offices or building's. 


The polling organization finds 


that Americans — presumably 
white Americans — are particu- 
larly antagonistic to organized 
protests by black students. Even 
many who see themselves as 
"enlightened" are shocked by 
black demands for separate stud- 
ies, housing, eating places and 
social rooms. 


Thus campus strife has exacer- 


bated belligerence between the 


generations and also between the 
races. 


The two most recent polls do 


not go beyond repression as a 
solution for unrest on the cam- 
puses. An earlier survey, howev- 
er, leads ito the suggestion that 
adult Americans, besides putting 
down disorder, should intensify 
efforts to bring these rebels into 
.the political process. 


One of the rallying cries of the 


protesters is "participatory de- 
mocracy," by which is generally 
meant confrontations with au- 
thority, action in the streets, de- 
fiance of the seats of power. 


Yet a count among the young 


and among blacks showed re- 
markably little participation in 
the political activities, open to 
them. Only 6 per cent, for exam- 
ple, had worked for a congres- 
sional candidate, compared with 
12 per cent in the 50-and-over 
age group. 


THIS IS not a new develop- 


ment Surveys have noted com- 
parable attitudes for at least 20 
years. Among blacks of all ages 
there exists a feeling of disen- 
chantment with the way the sys- 
tem works for them. White 
youth seems simply to be more 
inattentive to public affairs in 
the conventional sense than in 
the population as a whole. 


The pendulum now is swinging 


toward the quick use of force to 
put down disturbances. However 
necessary .this immediate reac- 
tion, it is not enough. The best 
politicians of the future will be 
men. and women who, by vision 
and character, manage to bring 
the young and the black into the 
normal fuctioning of democracy.

Hayakawa, 62, caii beat them all 


MOST FOLKS have been eager to 


rush up to Dr. S. I. Hayakawa, pat 
him on the back and exclaim some- 
thing like, "Sammy, you're my kind 
of semanticist!" 


Forget it, folks. Samuel Ichiye 


Hayakawa can never be president of 
the United States because he was 
bom in Canada. 


It is not irrelevant that we should 


be talking of the Presidency in view 
of the recent private statewide poll 
which shows that the acting presi- 
dent at San Francisco State College 
could win almost any political con- 
test he chose to enter in 1970. 


THE POLL, according to the San 


Francisco Chronicle, was taken for a 
group of leaders in the Democratic 
Party by a professional opinion-sam- 
pling group, but none were identi- 
fied. 


Hayakawa became a newsmaker 


with his hard line against agitators 
at his campus. So now the poll says 
he could trounce Republican incum- 
bent U.S. -Sen. George' Murphy or 
the Republican State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction Max Rafferty. 
Hayakawa, a registered Democrat, 
who will be 63 on July .18, also 
would beat San Francisco Mayor Jo- 
seph Alioto or Assembly Democratic 
leader Jesse Unruh in a Democratic 
primary for governor. Gov. Ronald 
Reagan seems the only one around 
Hayakawa can't beat at the minute 
and even Reagan's margin is slim. 


All this intelligence is interesting 


in view of the fact that Dr. Hayaka- 
wa, one week from today, will be 
sitting in the midst of a Democratic 
Party conference on reform and re- 
organization in Sacramento. 


The conference will • try to come 


up with a new model for the party 
in California to appeal to the desires 
of most factions of the party. Hay- 
akawa will take part in a panel on 


"Unrest on Campus — Its Back- 
ground and Political Consequences." 


The intriguing thought about Hay- 


akawa's high marks- in the polls is 
that Republican Reagan may have 
created a monster that could banzai 
the heck out of him and the GOP in 
1970. Hayakawa, disclaiming any 


participation in th« poll, said he has 
not thought about running for public 
office. 


He's an expert in semantics and 


knows how demagogues can reap 
public favor by''hoodwinking them 
with the words they want to.hear, 
without regard to principles. If he 
reads his own popularity as well, he 
may have the prescience to under- 
stand it is a kind of one-issue glory 
that could fade with resolution of 
campus turmoil. 


On the other hand, some charis- 


matics have launched political- ca- 
reers on the basis of S speech, to 
wit Ronald Reagan. 


Strong as he appears to be, Dr. 


Jlayakawa might be just as vulnera- 
ble to the blandishments of effusive 
public love as the next man. There's 
that press plug, that 
off-campus 


huzzah from the silent majority, 
that batch of letters, that nation- 
wide salute, that pennant-like tarn, 
that poll! 


THE REALLY unknown quantity 


is Hayakawa's fix with the Demo- 
cratic Party. If he is interested in 
becoming 
governor 
or 
senator, 


: would- he switch to the Republican 


Party, whose state chief has giv«n 
him so much support? It seems like- 
ly he would stay with the Demo- 
crats if he wants public office. Be- 


cause Murphy, Republican, says he 
will run for reelection in 1970. And 
the poll shows Hayakawa could beat 
him. As a Republican, Hayakawa 
would only divide Republicans by 
beating Murphy in a GOP primary. 


Similar bloodletting would occur 


in a gubernatorial primary against 
Reagan. But, given Hayakawa's lead 
in the polls. Democrats such as Un- 
ruh and Alioto and 
Congressman 


John V. Tunney could give the col- 
lege man an uncontested run for one 
of the offices and turn their atten- 
tion to the other. 


One final consideration — do the 


Democrats 
want 
Hayakawa? Al- 


though he is registered 
in their 


faith, many of them feel his tough 
line makes him a de facto Republi- 
can.

It has been our ex- 
perience that articles of this nature 
lead to ever greater misunderstand- 
ing of Ihe welfare situation of this 
country. 


First of all, the headline stating 


"Welfare 
Family Lives on $2,000 


Month" will- be remembered much 
longer than the tiny final paragraph 
which states that this family spent 
several weeks in a building with' no 
heat or water. You gave no insight 
into the problem of finding decent 
housing at the income level of'wel- 
fare families, not only in New York 
but in Long Beach, also. One of our 
own welfare rights members in this 
area is living with her seven chil- 
dren in a one bedroom home. A 
family of four in California is al- 
lowed only $63 for rent in their 
monthly grant. If all our under- 
housed families in Long Beach were 
evicted today, where would the city 
find housing for them?

EVEN IN AN era of skepti- 


cism, Easter is for Christians the 
centerpiece of a time of rejoicing. 


Preceded by Lent and followed 


by Eastertide, it celebrates man's 
hope for life after death — a 
faith Jesus preached 
in words 


and through the symbolism and 
the historical record of the Res- 
urrection. 


FOR MUCH OF the Christian 


world the festival occurs at a 
fortunate time, coinciding with 
the renewal of spring. Indeed, 
the name is believed to have de- 
rived from that of the Anglo- 
Saxon spring goddess, Eostre. 


Scripture upholds the expecta- 


tion of personal resurrection for 
ordinary men. This is contrary to 
human fears and to empirical ob- 


servation. And yet, as noted by 
George W. Cornell, religion writ- 
er for the Associated Press, it is 
not inconsistent with the most 
advanced scientific attitude. This 
approach is open to the incon- 
gruous, the upsetting of pre- 
viously 
assumed 
conclusions. 


Cornell quotes John A. Mclntyre, 
nuclear physicist: 


". . . A scientific training is 


helpful in understanding and ac- 
cepting the gospel. A scientist 
doesn't throw away a good theo- 
ry because of difficulties. We ex- 
pect them — the greater the 
reality, the more the difficulties." 


A PHILOSOPHER, K F. Hol- 


land, agrees: ". . . Would-be mir- 
acles are transformed automati- 
cally into natural occurrences the

track of them." 


Yet it is not science but faith, 


human faith in life reaching be- 
yond visible experience, that ani- 
mates Christians at this season.

means joyfulness. 


Quick use 
of force is 
not enough 


THERE can he no doubt that 


most Americans are thoroughly 
fed'/up with militant, disruptive 
demonstrations on campuses. 


•Two recent polls by Louis 


Harris adduce statistical evidence 
to" this effect, if any were need- 
ed. --Their rinding is that a large 
majority would welcome a hard- 
line' crackdown, which many 
consider late in coming. 


HERE ARE some poll figures 


mirroring the public's mood: 68 
per; cent are- actively hostile to 
such demonstrations; 52 per cent 
would deny students the right to 
contiuct 
protests 
(peaceful 
or 


not), while only 38 per cent are 
definitely of the opposite view; 
64 Jper cent would take away 
scholarships from students en- 
gaging in protests; an over- 
whelming 89 per cent believe 
college authorities are right to 
call in police or the National 
Guard when 
students occupy 


campus offices or buildings. 


The polling organization finds 


that Americans — presumably 
white Americans — are particu- 
larly antagonistic to organized 
protests by black students. Even 
many who see themselves as 
"enlightened" are shocked by 
black demands for separate stud- 
ies,, housing, eating places and 
social rooms. 


Thus campus strife has exacer- 


bated belligerence 
between the 


generations and also between the 
races. 


The two most recent polls do 


not go beyond repression as a 
solution for unrest on the cam- 
puses. An earlier survey, howev- 
er, leads to the suggestion that 
adult Americans, besides putting 
down disorder, should intensify 
efforts to bring these rebels into 
the political process. 


One of the rallying cries of the 


protesters is "participatory de- 
mocracy," by which is generally 
meant confrontations with au- 
thority, action in the streets, de- 
fiance of the scats of power. 


Yet a count among the young 


and among blacks showed re- 
markably little participation in 
the political activities open to 
them. Only 6 per cent, for exam- 
ple, had worked for a congres- 
sional candidate, compared with 
12 per cent in the 50-and-over 
age group.

As a Republican, Hayakawa 
would only divide Republicans by 
beating Murphy in a GOP primary. 


Similar bloodletting would occur

,V/ITH.THE restrictions placed on

court decisions the officers must be 
constantly re-educated in what they 
can..legally .do in making an arrest. 
They are getting this education in 
many . meetings. But it is an endless 
.task because new restrictions are 


c?H!i?S almost daily. At the same 
tin!1?.-_yie great-majority-of our peo- 
ple are calling for more strict law 
enforcement and for tougher punish- 
ment for the culprits brought before 
the courts. This applies to all forms 
of;law enforcement on school cam- 
puses^and on our streets. The image 
of;;.the police officer is much more 
favorable .than it was a year or so 
ago."' 


This was shown in a February 


GaHup Poll which showed 75 per 
cent of those . interviewed thought 
the courts were not harsh enough. 
This compares with only 48 per cent 
in .1965. TTtose favoring the death 
penalty numbered 51 per cent this 
year compared with 42 per cent in 
1965. Some comments by the public

for 
double 
penalties 
for 


crimes committed with a gun — 
that no one on parole after convic- 
tion of crime be permitted parole 
for any subsequent crime.

"WE'RE FINALLY hearing from 


the rational majority," L.A. police 
chief Tom Reddin told the Los An- 
geles Chamber of Commerce last 
month.

"1 
never thought we'd reach this point. 
I was afraid the 'silent majority' 
would stay silent because we were 
cowed by the militants and guilty 
about real or imagined wrongs. But 
now the people are striking back." 


Reddin told the board that it has 


become clear that the minority com- 
munity aren't the militants, the pro- 
fessional agitators or the conslant 
crilics, but that these are the forces 
I.os Angeles has listened to too of- 
ten. 
"One reason we're finally hear- 


ing from the real people in the com- 
munity is the job the news media 
has.,done in balancing coverage of 
disturbances," he said. "L.A. had 
been the victim of an'efficient prop- 
aganda machine. We were being 
used.1.'. 


The chief, who has earned respect 


throughout the nation in his 26 
months on the job, spelled out the 
"tactics of the dissidents." First, he 
said,."they find a cause —real or 
imagined, it makes no difference. 
Second, they trigger an incident." In 
the Carver Junior High School situa- • 
tion, he said, it came when the po- 
lice, were called in to pick up an in- 
dividual from 
a junior college on 


complaint from the junior high prin- 
cipal. "Third, they whip up support, 
not only from, the area but across 
the nation. At this point, the truth 
means nothing to them. They use 
emotionalism, obvious lies, clear dis- 
tortions — anything." 


Next, he said, comes the confron- 


tation.1 "This is an important part of 
the plan. And in the Carver case, 
we avoided the confrontation they 
wanted. 'It's at this point that they 
call attention away from the damage 
they've done, and try to force the 
authorities 
into over-reaction. 
We 


were! prepared to keep out of that 
trap." Reddin said an instigator at 
Carver, Joseph Jones, told police, 
"revolution is my bag." "Jones' ad- 
visor is William E. Alexander, a 
known worker for the DuBois organ- 
ization and a known Communist." 
The .final step, he said is to submit 
a list of demands, some possible, 
some impossible. "This isn't negotia- 
tion "ito solve a problem," he said. 
"It's- extortion. And it's done not to 
correct a situation, but to keep the 
controversy brewing'." 


The chief said the department's 


"Special Operations — Conspiracy" 
squad was reviewing tapes, films 
and other information on the Carver 
Junior High. School incident, and 
may 'find that there had been a con- 
spiracy to create the disturbances. "It 
was"'6bvious to us," he said, refer- 
ring:.to the $100,000 worth of dam- 
age done at the school, "that the 
time for being nice was over. Amel- 
ioration only goes so far. We felt it 
was time.to name names and organ- 
izations which feed on any discon- 
tent:" 


REDDIN SAID the Rumor Control 


Center was a great help during the 
Carver incident, and that legislation 
on disorders, disturbances and dem- 
onstrations on campuses now under 
discussion in Sacramento is impera- 
tive.' "We've used our time since the 
last such disturbances to examine 
what's really been going on, not 
only; here but around the nation. 
We.'fe" been able to take some of the 
initiative away from them, and put 
the dissidents on the defensive.

by Monday's ruling in U.S. District 
Court that the mediator's decision 
was binding — longshoremen con- 
tinue to refuse to handle the con- 
tainers.

Often referred to as the "Cost of Living Index," it 


measures the average change in price of goods and ser- 
vices purchased by urban wage earners and clerical- 
worker families in selected metropolitan areas and the 
United States. 


The latest table shows the Los Angeles-Long Beach 


area experienced slightly larger relative increase than 
the nation for the period of 1960-1965, at plus 1.6 .per 
cent average yearly increase compared to a plus 1.4 per 
cent.

Nevertheless, it does indicate comparative levels 
of performance, and clearly show that from 196G 
through 1968 the Los Angeles area enjoyed more rela- 
tive price stability than did the nation.

Any period of indebted-

When 
we bought our house, due 
to ignorance on our part, 
we toolt a 30-year mort- 
gage. As it will not be 
paid up until almost re- 
tirement age we want to 
know if there is any possi- 
ble way we could change 
it to get it paid up soon- 
er? — Mrs. G. A. 


ANSWER: Sounds like 


an 
awfully 
l o n g time, 


doesn't it? And it's quite 
true that a whale of a lot 
can happen in 30 years — 
between 1915 and 1945, to 
pick one 30-year span as 
an example, we got our- 
selves 
involved 
in 
two 


world wars and a major 
economic depression. 


The point can be made, 


of 
course, 
that 
one 


shouldn't worry too much 
about the length of a 
mortgage as long as the 
equity in the property is 
building up at a rate that 
is at least as great as the 
rate at which the home is 
depreciating in value. 


Admittedly, when one 


looks at some of the hous- 
es being tossed together 
today, there are valid rea- 
sons for wondering wheth- 
er some of them will still 
be standing when 
their 


mortgages are paid off. 


Except in those happily 


rare periods of extremely 
tight money, it is almost 
always' possible to rrfi- 


. nance 
a 
mortgage 
al- 


though, 
naturally, 
it 
is 


cheaper to do so through 
the lender you now have 
rather than through anoth- 
er lending agency. With 
your present lender, that 
is, the b o o k k e e p i n g is 
minimal 
and 
consists 


mainly of setting up a 
new amortization schedule 
for you. 


I don't know, of course, 


what interest you are now 
paying, what size mort- 
gage you have, or what 


your 
monthly 
payments 


are, but 1 assume you un- 
derstand that the 'extent 
to which you shorten the 
mortgage 
relates, directly 


to the size of your month- 
ly payments. ' • - • • • 


At 6 per cent, for in- 


stance, principle and inter- 
est on an $18,000 mort- 
gage amount to $107.92 a 
month over 30 years. Re- 
duce this to 25 years and 
the 
. monthly 
- payments 


jump to $115.97 or 
to. 


•$128.96 over 20 years. Cut 


it even further, to 15 
years, arid the monthly 
payments rise to $151.89. 


If you have the will 


power for 
it, of course, 


another way to reduce the 
length of your mortgage is 
to make sporadic pre-pay- 
mehts on it. By making a 
double payment every oth- 
er month, 
for instance, 


you are actually paying it 
off at the rate of 18 in- 
stallments a year which 
has the same effect as re- 
ducing it from 30 to 20 
years. One double pay- 
ment every four months 
would cut it from 30 to 24 
years. 


As much as your budget 


will permit 
it, you 
are 


very wise in wanting to 
increase 
your 
equity 
as 


rapidly as possible. And I 
say this despite the wails 
of those who say that — 
in today's inflationary cli- 
mate — we should owe as 
much as possible and pay 
it back as slowly as possi- 
ble 
in 
anticipation 
of 


cheaper and cheaper dol- 
lars in 1970, 1975 and 
1985. A nice fat equity in 
a house is still a comfort- 
ing thing to have. 
MR. CAMPBELL: 


We leased an .apartment 


at $475 a month. We have 
six months to run but, 
with the last two rains 
(sink or swim), we would 
like to get out of this 
lease and get the $2,000 
pre-paid 
rent 
returned.

ANSWER: It's a 
little 


difficult to answer this

pairs. In a rather surpris- 
ing number of cases the 
lease 
carefully 
skirts 


around the subject and, in 
effect, doesn't o b l i g a t e 
the landlord to keep the 
apartment in good repair 
or even habitable. 


For the stakes involved 


here I would suggest that 
you retain a lawyer and 
delve 
into 
the 
matter 


more thoroughly. At $475 
a month it seems to me 
that you should be.enti- 
tled to a better solution to 
the leaking problem than 
having your carpeting tak- 
en away from you.

The point can be made, 


of 
course, 
that 
one 


shouldn't worry too much 
about the length of a 
mortgage as long as the 
equity in the property is 
building up at a rate that 
is at least as great as the 
rate at which the home is 
depreciating in value.

With 
your present lender, that

for you. 


I don't know, of course, 


what interest you are now 
paying, what size mort- 
gage you have, or what

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your 
monthly 
payments 


are, but I assume you un- 
derstand that the extent 
to which you shorten the 
mortgage 
relates directly 


lo the size of your month- 
ly payments. 


At 6 per cent, for in- 


stance, principle and inter- 
est on an $18,000 mort- 
gage amount to $107.92 a . 
month over 30 years. Re- 
duce this to 25 years and 
the 
monthly 
payments 


jump to $115.97 or to 
$128.96 over 20 years. Cut 
it even further, to 15 
years, and the monthly 
payments rise to $151.89. 


If you have the will 


power for it, of course, 
another way to reduce the 
length of your mortgage is 
to make sporadic pre-pay- 
ments on it. By making a 
double payment every oth- 
er month, for instance, 
you are actually paying it 
off at the rate of 18 in- 
stallments a year which 
has the same effect as re- 
ducing ii from 30 to 20 
years.

GARDEN COURT OF SHERATON-PALACE IN SAN FRANCISCO 
Historic S.F. hotel garden 
court declared landmark 


The Garden Court of the Shera- 


ton-Palace in San Francisco has 
been officially declared a Landmark 
by the board of supervisors of the 
city of San Francisco. 


Often called "the most beautiful 


dining room in the world," the Gar- 
den Court has been the scene of 
many historical events and world- 
famous personalities crowd the long 
history of the famous room. 


No visit to San Francisco is com- 


plete' without having experienced 
the cuisine and atmosphere of the 
famous room, which is open for 
breakfast, luncheon and dinner. 


The spacious area lends itself to 


grand occasions, and for these it is 
transformed into a room for ban- 
quets. . Here, in 
1919, President 


Woodrow Wilson made his memo- 
rable League of Nations speech.

AMONG the great world figures 


who have been entertained in the

Kruschchev, Thomas Edison, Madame 
Chiang Kai-shek, Konrad Adenauer,

Eisenhower, 
John F. Kennedy, Lyndon B. John- 
son and Richard Nixon. 


The original Palace Hotel, opened 


in 1875, was built in the form of a 
hollow square surrounding a great 
Sun Court filled with palms and 
flowers.

After the 1906 fire, the Palace 


was re-built along the old lines and 
the Garden Court of today took the 
place of the open court. The room, 
110 feet long and 85 feet wide, has

amber glow. The room is 48 feet 
from its marble, floor, (now richly 
carpeted) to the leaded glass roof.

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GARDEN COURT OF SHERATON-PALACE IN SAN FRANCISCO 
Historic S.F. hotel garden 
court declared landmark 


The Garden Court of the Shera- 


ton-Palace in San Francisco has 
been officially declared a Landmark 
by the board of supervisors of tlie 
city of San Francisco. 


Often called "the most beautiful 


dining room in ilie world," the Gar- 
den Court has been the scene of 
many historical events and world- 
famous personalities crowd the long 
history of the famous room. 


No visit to San Francisco is com- 


plete without having 
experienced 


the cuisine and atmosphere of the 
famous room, which is open for 
breakfast, luncheon and dinner. 


The spacious area lends itself to 


grand occasions, and for these il is 
transformed into a room for ban- 
quets. Here, in 1919, President 
Woodrow Wilson made his memo- 
rable League of Nations 
speech. 


Twenty 
five years later the first 


United Nations banquet continued 
the historic precedent, and in 1965 
the 20th anniversary of the United 
Nations 
was

AMONG the great world figures 


who have been entertained in the 
Garden Court are: Winston Church- 
ill, Prince Olav and Princess Mar- 
tha of Norway, Queen Juliana of 


Uie Netherlands, King Albert and 
Queen Elizabeth of Belgium, Nikita 
Kruschchev, Thomas Edison, Madame 
Chiang Kai-shek, Konrad Adenauer, 
and Presidents Warren G. Harding, 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt, Harry 
S. Truman, Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
John F. Kennedy, Lyndon B. John- 
son and Richard Nixon. 


The original Palace Hotel, opened 


in 1875, was buill in the form of a 
hollow square surrounding a great 
Sun Court filled with palms and 
flowers. It was originally called the 
Grand Court and was used as the 
carriage entrance to the hotel. 


After the 1906 fire, the Palace 


was re-built along the old lines and 
the Garden Court of today took the 
place of the open court. The room, 
110 feet long and 85 feet wide, has 
a lofty arching dome made of iri- 
descent glass through which the 
sunlight filters down creating an 
amber glow. The room is 48 feet 
from its marble, floor (now richly 
carpeted) to the leaded glass roof. 


The court is flanked by a double 


row of massive Italian marble Ionic 
columns. The beauty of the room is 
further enhanced by 10 huge chan- 
deliers, valued at $50,000 apiece, 
resplendent 
with 
myriad 
crystal 


facets. Ten smaller chandeliers echo 
their splendor.

Much of whatever prob- 
lem there is, therefore, 
surety traces straight to 
parents who turn 
over 


their children to the most 
dangerous of all baby-sit- 
ters. 


IGNORING all this, Sen- 


ators and citizens alike 
want to exorcise the evil 
with a cheap, easy stroke. 
All they will achieve Is 
even more caution, banali- 
ty, 
intellectual 
vacuity, 


dramatic absurdity and ar- 
tistic aridity in a medium 
already terrified — except 
in news programming — 
of anything bold, contro- 
versial, 
innovative 
or 


truthful in artistic pur- 
pose. Is that medium now 
to pretend that violence 
does not exist in the arti-

picts?

sins to answer for in their 
programs that pander to

But a "work of art" can- 
not 
also be a "social 


work" in the sense that it 
bases its art upon some 
social "message" or that 
soundings are taken in ad- 
vance to see if it is to 
have social approval; it is,

itself, 
either 
a 


work of art or it is not, 
and 
that 
has 
nothing 


whatever to do with his- 
torical fact or social ac- 
ceptance. 


That is the true evil of 


the 
kind 
of censorship 


these black groups have 
imposed •— not so much 
that they got their way as 
to content, but that they 
forced compromise upon 
artistic vision and pur- 
pose. 


THIS IS also the major 


problem with those who 
would censor violence on 
television — either by in- 
dustry self-regulation 
or 


government regulation. In 
the first place they are 
deluding themselves. 
To 


seek the causes of vio- 


lence in modern life in tel- 
evision programs is to put 
one's head in the sand, to 
deny the truth of man's 
nature, and to seek a cul- 
prit — agitators, a con- 
spiracy, television — to 
explain problems one does 
not wish to face.

second place, 


some studies have sug- 
gested that watching tele- 
vision 
too 
much is a 


greater danger to children 
than 
what . they see, 


whether 
it 
is 
"Captain 


Kangaroo" 
or "Mission: 


Impossible." In this view, 
a life before the set is 
substituted for a real life 
with its opportunities for 
natural working-off of en- 
ergy 
and 
aggressions. 


Much of whatever prob- 
lem there is, therefore, 
surely traces straight to 
parents who turn 
over 


their children to the most 
dangerous of all baby-sit- 
ters. 


IGNORING all this, Sen- 


ators and citizens alike 
want to exorcise the evil 
with a cheap, easy stroke. 
All they will achieve is 
even more caution, banali- 
ty, 
intellectual 
vacuity, 


dramatic absurdity and ar- 
tistic aridity in a medium 
already terrified — except 
in news programming — 
of anything bold, contro- 
versial, 
innovative 
or 


truthful 
in artistic pur- 


pose. Is that medium now 
to pretend that violence 
does not exist in the arti- 
ficial 
life it already de- 


picts? 


The networks have their 


sins to answer for in their 
programs that pander to 
an assumed American idi- 
ocy; but before censoring 
them 
for 
that, maybe 


Americans ought to ask 
'themselves where the net- 
works ever got such an 
idea.

to speeds beyond 230 miles an hour. 


Tom McEwen is a drag racer, a 


charter member in a select fraternity of 
men whose bylaw is speed and whose 
goal is ultimate performance. 


A lean, 6-foot-l, 30-year-old, who grew 


up in Long Beach and recently moved to 
Garden Grove, McEwen has plied his trade 
for 14 years and reached the pinnacle of 
his profession.

••IDING THEIR HEADS in the sand wouldn't sell os- 


trich plumes for Easter bonnets, the proprietors of 


the Long Beach Ostrich Farm decided. They'd been in 
business since about 1908 on what is now Long Beach 
Boulevard (American Avenue it was then) and people 
weren't exactly beating a path to their door. Business 
should have been good because ladies still were wearing 
hats of chef's salad proportions, lopped not with curly 
endive but with majestically waving ostrich plumes. The 
younger generation of females, corrupted by silent mov- 
ies, 
bought feather boas and 
languidly tossed them 


about, their shoulders in the best tradition of the 
"vamp." Plumes were selling but other feather mer- 
chants, the Cawstons in -Pasadena, maybe, were getting 
the business. A good press agent was in order. 


If you had read the promotional brochure aimed at

ifornia's First Senator, 
William McKendree

William McKendree Gwin was of thatv breed 


"of men in 19th century America whose restless- 
ness drove them west. A medical doctor in Ten- 
nessee, marshal and a congressman in Mississippi, 
even greener fields, or shall we say more golden, 
beckoned him and he went to California in that 
year of the great migration, 1849. 


His role in the formation of the state of Cali- 


fornia was as, great as any man's. For !1 years, 
from 1850 to 1861, he was California's first sena- 
tor in Washington. 
: 


Here. is his colorful life, by an old hand at set- 


ting down colorful lives, and times, Lately Thom- 
as. Shaking the soil of the South from his shoes, 
Gwin couid never shake its mores from his mind. 


. As a U.S. Senator he was in the forefront of 


Southern society. His views on slavery landed him 
in a New York prison for a month in 1861, and 
suspicion toward him remained. 


In 1863 Gwin went to Paris, and schemed, 


with Napoleon the Little, as Victor Hugo called 
the third Napoleon, for a French protectorate in 
Sonora, Mexico, settled by Confederates, and 
ruled over by Gwin. In Mexico, backed by Napo- 
leon and his puppet "emperor of Mexico" Maxi- 
millian, the intrigue came to naught. 


Once again Gwin moved on, this time back to 


the states, and once more to, the inside of a pris- 
on, for eight months. 


He died, forgotten, in New York in 1885.

True evidence of this is the fact that after 40 years of 
knocking around New York City he has become a Texan. 
The chili confrontation being too much for him,' he 
joined his adversaries and moved to Alpine. 


"Confrontation" is built around an article he wrote 


in H o l i d a y in which Smith •• a v o w e d 
he was the 


world's best maker of chili. Scores and scores of ex- 
perts around the world, especially in Texas (where chili 
was invented), took umbrage. Howling especially loud 
was one Wick Fowler,' newsman of Dallas and Austin 
and nlher places, who :challenged Smith to a cook-off 
which, subsequently was held with classic overtones at 
the Big Bend hamlet of Terlingua. 


Smith lovers and chili lovers and simple lovers of a 


good yarn will love this account. Worthy of note is 
Smith's roster of honorary officials of the Mexico bor- 
der village — all of them newsmen or similar persons 
from 
Dallas, Austin, San Antonio or si'mjlar towns. 


Prominently listed amongst the mayors, department 
chiefs and other bureaucrats is my brother, Keith Shel- 
ton, a Denton editor who moonlights as Director of 
Weiyhts and Measures, Terlingua, Texas. — Bin Shelton.

J Middleton Little, a moderately prosperous but

He goes home to Burbank — and the plot thickens. 


Perhaps it. thickens too much. Some unsavory charac- 
ters are determined to get his secret. Two spies for the 
"good guys'are determined to protect him. Also, his 
seemingly tranquil middle-class family is torn by all 
sorts of stormy personal emotions. 


J, the man in the middle, tries to cope with all these 


problems at once — and in spite of his own emotional 
stress and bungling, makes out rather well. 


Miss Armstrong knows the art of characterization. 


There are numerous characters — the Littles them- 
"selves are a large tribe — and she makes each charac- 
ter seem real in hard-paced action. 


Any conscientious head of a large Household knows 


what it is to be the man in the middle. This would be a , 
good story without violent spies. With them it gets 
quite complicated, which is the-way fans of suspense 
novels like their plots.

Port Said Widow

SOMETHING TO ANSWER FOR. By P. H. Newby. 


Lippincott, $5.95. 


The 1956 Suez crisis is burgeoning as Jack Town- 


row returns to Port Said at the call of the widow of an 
old friend of military days. Townrow, • in London, has 
been slowly eroding a trust fund into his own pockets 
and has hopes of acting to his own benefit as well as 
that of the widow in his journey to Egypt. He finds 
himself on arrival swept into a world that is half real 
and half unreal. 


.Within hours of reaching Port Said he is robbed, 


beaten, stripped and left for dead in the desert. Finally 
contacting the widow he has come to help, he finds she 
is undecided whether she wants his help. And there's 
mystery surrounding the death and burial of her hus- 
band, his friend — even to the point that Townrow 
himself is led into a delirious existence in which he fan- 
cies at times that he is the one who took part in the 
weird burial riles described by the widow. 


And there is Leah Strauss, an Egyptian Jew, who 


becomes an obsession and a passion with Townrow; 
Ainin, the Egyptian official; Christou, the Greek cafe 
proprietor, and a packet of lesser but equally strange 
characters. All come and go as Townrow moves for- 
ward to a solution of his mystery and to a finding of 
himself. 


P. H. Newby is a respected British author and a 


British Broadcasting Company official. He has lived for 
a time in Egypt and knows of the ways of its people. 
His literary talent goes unquestioned in this novel, but 
the reader must be prepared for unorthodox, albeit pro- 
vocative, styling in this work. — George Serviss..

He finds 
himself on arrival swept into a world that is half real 
and half unreal.

beaten, stripped and left for dead in the desert. Finally 
contacting the widow he has come to help, lie finds she 
is undecided whether she wants his help.

a new, unique system of voice iden- 
tification, which many regard as re- 


liable as fingerprints. The system, called 
"Voiceprinl," has already been used as 
an investigative aid in arrests of obscene 
phone-callers, extortionists, bomb-hoax- 
ers, and even murderers. 


Voiceprints, or voice spectrograms, 


as they are technically called, are the 
brainchild of two former Bell System 
scientists, Anthony ). Presti and Law- 
rence G. Kersta, who in 1967 formed 
Voiceprint Laboratories in Somerville, 
N.J. Presti is the developer and patent 
holder on thehigh-speedsound spectra- 
graph machine, an electronic device 
that records the energy output of the 
spoken word; Kersta is the developer 
of the system of voice identification 
through examination of spectrograms. 


Just as fingerprint identification is 


based on examining the unique char- 
acteristics of each person's fingerprints, 
voiceprint identification is obtained by 
matching the particular features found 
in each manner of speech. The voice 
spectrograms are produced on paper by 
the spectrograph in a series of wavy 
lines. 


1 In thousands of tests, the voiceprint 
technique has been more than 99 per- 
cent accurate. Attempts were made 
during the tests to disguise the voice to 
fool the machine, including nose-hold- 
ing, whispering, speaking with a mouth- 
ful of marbles, even to the point of 
using professional mimics. All of them 
failed. In fact, on the wail of Kersta's . 
office is a spectrogram of the late Presi- 
dent Kennedy's voice; beneath it is one 
of a welt known entertainer whose spe- 
cialty was impersonating him. The dif- 
ference in the patterns of the wavy lines 
is evident at a glance, even to the un- 
trained eye. 


Expect wide uses 


Both Kersta and Presti forecast a wide 


range of future uses of voiceprints, most 
of which are based on the results of 
initial experiments. In the field of psy- 
chiatry, voiceprints have been used to 
determine the degree of a patient's- 
emotional stress. Voiceprints could also 
chart the progress made in cleft-palate 
repair and correcting speech deformjriy. 
ties. Analyzing body sounds is another 
potential job for the spectrograph.'-:• 
Various types of heart murmurs, for 
instance, often carry the same sound to ; 
a doctor's ear through the stethoscope..-. 
But on voiceprints the difference shows 
up clearly and.immediately. How about 
locks, vaults and safes which open only

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a new, unique system of voice iden- 
tification, which many regard as re- 
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"Voiceprint," has already been used as 
an investigative aid in arrests of obscene 
phone-callers, extortionists, bomb-hoax- 
ers, and even murderers. 


Voiceprints, or voice spectrograms, 


as they are technically called, are the 
brainchild of two former Bell System 
scientists, Anthony J. Presti and Law- 
rence C. Kersta, who in 1967 formed 
Voiceprint Laboratories in Somerville, 
N.J. Presti is the developer and patent 
holder on the high-speed sound spectro- 
graph machine, an electronic device 
that records the energy output of the 
spoken word; Kersta is the developer 
of the system of vbice identification 
through examination of spectrograms. 


Just as fingerprint identification is 


based on examining the unique char- 
acteristics of each person's fingerprints, 
voiceprint identification is obtained by 
matching the particular features found 
in each manner of speech. The voice 
spectrograms are produced on paper by 
the spectrograph in a series of wavy 
lines. 


In thousands of tests, the voiceprint 


technique has been more than 99 per- 
cent accurate. Attempts were made 
during the tests to disguise the voice to 
fool the machine, including nose-hold- 
ing, whispering, speaking with a mouth- 
ful of marbles, even to the point of 
using professional mimics. All of them 
failed. In fact, on the wall of Kersta's 
office is a spectrogram of the late Presi- 
dent Kennedy's voice; beneath it is one 
of a well known entertainer whose spe- 
cialty was impersonating him. The dif- 
ference in the patterns of the wavy lines 
is evident at a glance, even to the un- 
trained eye. 


Expect wide uses 


Both Kersta and Presti forecast a wide 


range of future uses of voiceprints, most 
of which are based on the results of 
initial experiments. In the field of psy- 
chiatry, voiceprints have been used to 
determine the degree of a patient's 
emotional stress. Voiceprints could also 
chart the progress made in cleft-palate 
repair and correcting speech deformi- 
ties. Analyzing body sounds is another 
potential job for the spectrograph. 
Various types of heart murmurs, for 
instance, often carry the same sound to 
a doctor's ear through the stethoscope. 
But on voiceprints the difference shows 
up clearly and immediately. How about 
locks, vaults and safes which open only

to the right voice? The possible uses of 
voiceprints in the general field of secu- 
rity are numerous.

Kersta, Presti and 
their small staff a.t Voiceprint Labora- 
tories have provided identification as- 
sistance in close to 250 cases. 


On May'7, 1964, a Pacific Air Lines 


turbo-jet, en route from Reno to San 
Francisco, crashed into a mountainside 
near Danville, Calif., killing all 44 per- 
sons aboard. An investigation by the 
Civil Aeronautics Board failed to pin- 
point the cause of the mysterious mis- 
hap. Although the last words of co-pilot 
Ray F. Andress were recorded at the 
Oakland control tower seconds before 
the crash, the tape was garbled and the 
message unintelligible. The CAB con- 
tacted Kersta, who compared voice- 
prints of the blurred tape with an earlier 
recording of the co-pilot's voice. After 
three weeks of painstaking research. 


Kersta was able to translate the message 
by "reading" the voiceprints. Andress 
had blurted: "Skipper's been shot... 
we've been shot... tryin' ta help." A 
recently fired revolver was eventually 
found in the wreckage. It was traced to 
a San Francisco warehouse worker, who 
had taken out more than $50,000 in 
flight insurance before boarding the 
doomed plane.

MEMO TO PRESIDENT NIXON 


A large segment of U.S. youth regards the Central 


Intelligence Agency with hostility. 


Many college students, for a variety of reasons, 


consider the CIA militaristic, inept, interventionist 
—almost a separate slate within a state unaccount- 
able to anyone. 


A few weeks ago the CIA staged a press conference 


for 20 college editors at its nerve center in Langley, 
Va. 


It was the first official briefing the CIA has ever 


conducted for newsmen. "What to do about our 
image," explained Col. Lawrence White, CIA execu- 
tive director, "has been a vexing problem from the 
beginning." The objective of the briefing was to im- 
prove that image, which has been downright sorry 
on the Ivy League and other campuses where the 
CIA recruits many of its potentially top echelon 
operators. 


No cameras, tape recorders, or note-taking were 


permitted during the two-hour session, the purpose 
of which, Col. White said, was "to allow prospective 
journalists to understand why the CIA exists and 
how it operates." 


Instead of holding one press conference every 20 


years for 20 college students, the CIA directors 
should offer such briefings on a regular basis tp twice 
as many college editors. And why not include high 
school editors, too? 


PEACE CORPS CREDITS 


Candidates for master's- degrees in public health 


or teaching English as a second language can earn 
credits by spending two years in the Peace Corps. 


The combination of Peace Corps service with a 


Master of Arts program is being worked out by many 
universities in conjunction with Peace Corps authori- 
ties. At the University of California, for example, 
Peace Corps workers in these particular studies can 
receive their master's degrees after two years in the 
corps and only two quarters on campus. 


TRIAL ENLISTMENT 


The British Army has introduced a new scheme of 
trial enlistment. Recruits can sign up for six years. 
But after five days, if they don't like the service, they 
can tell their sergeant they want out; and out they 
are given, no questions asked. 


In the British Army if a recruit is 17Vj or under, 


he gets $5.80 per week. If he's older he gets twice 
that amount. 


WHAT IS A COLLEGE TRUSTEE? 


Things on college campuses are going to get 


worse before they get better. 


A survey released by the Educational Testing Serv- 


ice of Princeton, N.J., in which, more than 5000 
trustees representing more than 500 colleges and 
universities were questioned, reveals that trustees 


and students are further apart than anyone thought. 


Almost 60 percent of the trustees believe campus 


speakers should be screened before they are allowed 
to address the students. Almost 50 percent believe 
that all faculty members should be required to sign 
a loyalty oath. Almost 50 percent believe that stu- 
dents arrested by authorities for engaging in civil . 
disobedience should be expelled or disciplined by 
the university. 


In short, the typical university trustee is older, 


wealthier, and more conservative than even the 
students and faculty imagined. 


Trustees of public junior colleges were revealed 


by the survey to be the most authoritarian and con- 
servative. Trustees of private liberal arts colleges 
were the most willing to share authority. The most 
conservative trustees come from the South and the 
Rocky Mountain areas. The most liberal come from 
the East. 


While most college professors are Democrats or 


independents, as are the students, the typical trustee 
is a conservative Republican businessman earning 
more than $30,000 per year, with 16 percent earning 
more than $100,000. 


The survey adds that relatively few have read many 


books or journals on higher education. Most of them 
are in favor of restricting teachers to teaching and 
students to learning. 


The result, according to Rodney T. Hartnett, di- 


rector of the study, is: "We might expect greater coa:. 
flict and disruption of the academic program, a 
deeper entrenchment of the ideas of competing fac- 
tions, and worst of all, an aimless, confusing col- 


legiate experience, where the students' program is a 
result of arbitration rather than the mutual deter- 
mination of goals." 


An obvious solution: allow students and faculty to 


become members of the trustee boards, let them 
help govern their own universities. 


CHEAP LIVING

MEMO TO PRESIDENT NIXON 


A large segment of U.S. youth regards the Central 


Intelligence Agency with hostility. 


Many college students, for a variety of reasons,

able to anyone. 


A few weeks ago the CIA staged a press conference 


for 20 college editors at its nerve center in Langley, 
Va. 


It was the first official briefing the CIA has ever 


conducted for newsmen. "What to do about our 
image," explained Col. Lawrence White, CIA execu- 
tive director, "has been a vexing problem from the 
beginning." The objective of the briefing was to im- 
prove that image, which has been downright sorry 
on the Ivy League and other campuses where the 
CIA recruits many of its potentially top echelon 
operators. 


No cameras, tape recorders, or note-taking were 


permitted during the two-hour session, the purpose 
of which, Col. White said, was "to allow prospective 
journalists to understand why the CIA exists and 
how it operates." 


Instead of holding one press conference every 20 


years for 20 college students, the CIA directors 
should offer such briefings on a regular basis tp twice 
as many college editors. And why hot include high 
school editors, too? 


PEACE CORPS CREDITS 


Candidates for master's- degrees in public health 


or teaching hnglish as a second language can earn 
credits by spending two years in the Peace Corps. 


The combination of Peace Corps service with a 


Master of Arts program is being worked out by many 
universities in conjunction with Peace Corps authori- 
ties. At the University of California, for example, 
Peace Corps workers in these particular studies can 
receive their master's degrees after two years in the 
corps and only two quarters on campus.

WHAT IS A COLLEGE TRUSTEE? 


Things on college campuses are going to get 


worse before they get better. 


A survey released by the Educational Testing Serv- 


ice of Princeton, N.J., in which more than 5000 
trustees representing more than 500 colleges and 
universities were questioned, reveals that trustees 


and students are further apart than anyone thought. 


Almost 60'percent of the trustees believe campus 


speakers should be screened before they are allowed 
to address the students. Almost 50 percent believe 
that all faculty members should be required to sign 
a loyalty oath. Almost 50 percent believe that stu- 
dents arrested by authorities for engaging in civil 
disobedience should be expelled or disciplined by 
the university. 


In short, the typical university trustee is older, 


wealthier, and more conservative than even the 
students and faculty imagined. 


Trustees of public junior colleges were revealed 


by the survey to be the most authoritarian and con- 
servative. Trustees of private liberal arts colleges 
were the most willing to share authority. The most 
conservative trustees come from the South and the 
Rocky Mountain areas. The most liberal come from 
the East. 


While most college professors are Democrats or 


independents, as are the students, the typical trustee 
is a conservative Republican businessman earning 
more than $30,000 per year, with 16 percent earning 
more than $100,000. 


The survey adds that relatively few have read many 


books or journals on higher education. Most of them 
are in favor of restricting teachers to teaching and 
students to learning. 


The result, according to Rodney T. Hartnett, di- 


rector of the study, is: "We might expect greater con- 
flict and disruption of the academic program, a 
deeper entrenchment of the ideas of competing fac- 
tions, and worst of all, an aimless, confusing col- 


legiate experience, where the students' program is a 
result of arbitration rather than the mutual deter- 
mination of goals." 


An obvious solution: allow students and faculty to 


become members of the trustee boards, let them 
help govern their own universities.
